The 37th Psalm is a Psalm of 
trusting. Verse 3, the first positive 
command, says, “Trust in the 
Lord, and do good; so shalt thou 
dwell in the land, and verily thou | 
shalt be fed.” And verse 40, the 
very last verse, speaks of the 
righteous thus; “And the Lord 
shall help them, and deliver them: 
he shall deliver them from the 
wicked, and save them, BECAUSE 
THEY TRUST IN HIM.” The rest 
of the Psalm tells us how to trust 


? 


. “Whatsoever is not of faith is sin” 


in the Lord and why, and how 


trusting will do away with envy 
and fret in the life of a child of 
God. 

To fret and to trust are exactly 
opposite. The trusting soul does 
not fret, and the fretting soul 
does not trust. We are told that 


(Rom. 14:23), so fretting is a sin. 
Three times in the 37th Psalm 
We are plainly commanded not to 
fret. 
Verse 1 says, “Fret not thyself 
because of evildoers.” 


Verse 7 says, “Fret not thyseit 


because of him who prospereth in| 


his way, because of the man who 
bringeth wicked devices to pass.” 

Verse 8 says, “Fret not thyself 
in any wise to do evil.” In these 
verses fretting and envy go to- 
gether (verse 1). Fretting is th» 
opposite of resting in the Lord and 
waiting patiently for Him (verse 


7). And fretting goes with anger| V1 


and wrath (verse 8). Fretting 
puts one in bad company, and

the invitation, there were three 
public professions of faith. Chris- 
tian workers went among the 
crowd and reported later that 
others trusted Christ. 

The reason we have our serv- 
ices between the ape house and 
the monkey cage is wuat it is not 
difficult to get a good crowd there 
to hear the gospel. As in all out- 
door preaching it is necessary to 
have a red-hot message if you get 
the people to pay attention. A 
preacher must be really interest- 
ing if his message is more at- 
tractive than a monkey sliding 
down a pole or a chimpanzee beg- 
ging for peanuts! 

Henry, the chimpanzee, with his 
wife, lives just back of the hig 
tree where we have our services. 
He likes the crowd very much 
and usually seems to resent it if 
part of his crowd stops to hear me 
preach. He has many tricks to 
amuse the onlookers. He will drink 
soda pop out of a bottle, smoke 
a cigarette, and is very fond of 
peanuts, but he does not like 
candy. Sometimes he fills his 
mouth with water and squirts iL 
on the spectators. Henry walks 
upright easily, carries his chain 
in his hand, and when he wants 
to climb on his high cage, he 
simply wraps the chain around his 
neck. 

Henry feels compelled to be the 
center of interest. His wife can 
get none of the peanuts. In the 
big cage next to him is a giant 
dignified ourang-outang, and then 
next are two half grown chimpan- 
zees with a flying trapeze. Some- 
times Henry has to resort to 
violent measures to keep the at- 
tention of his crowa: 

Sunday afternoon in the middie 
of my sermon at the park, Henry 
began a terrible uproar. 

He leaped upon the fence of his 
cage and shook it with a-thun- 
derous clatter. Then yelling at the 
top of his voice, he began a series 
of prodigious jumps all over his 
back yard, rattling his chain, mak- 
ing faces, jumping on his hind 
feet much like a kangaroo. The 
terrific uproar drew the attention 
of the crowd for a little bit, and 
not until we had a general laugh 
at Henry’s expense did we proceed 
with the service. 

I did not exactly understand 
what Henry was screaming about. 
One person understood him to say 
that The Federal Council of 
Churches was after him, but some- 
one else thought he said that some- 
one had stolen his mailing list! 1! 
knew that he yelled “Conspiracy.’’ 
However, all of us who knew 


Henry knew he simply didn’t want — 


anybody else to have services that 
Close to his cage.

fretting is a sin that runs with 
other sins. It is a lack of faith. 
That is the reason that God com- 
mands us not to fret but to trust 
in the Lord. 


Here we are commanded not to 
fret — the same command is given 
in Philippians 4:6, 7; 


“Be careful for nothing: but in 
everything by prayer and suppli- 
cation with thanksgiving let your 
requests be made known unto God. 
And the peace of God, which pass- 
eth all understanding, shall keep 
your hearts and minds througn 
Christ Jesus.” 


We are not to be full of care 
and anxiety or fret, but are to 
take all of our burdens to the 
Lord, Witu prayer and supplica- 
tion and thanksgiving and have 
the peace that comes only from 
trusting, and tnat cannot abide in 
the fretful heart. 


Trust God About Evildoers 


Evildoers cause a great deal of 
sadness in this world. Our own 
evildoing makes us miserable 
enough, but the evildoing of others 
brings heartache and misery many 
times to the upright. The young 
man who drinks and gambles and 
gets into bad company and finally 
lands in the penitentiary for crime 


or in the hospital with a dread 
disease, or in the bread line with 
no job—that young man has 
trouble enough, but think for a 
little bit of his mother, or of his 
wife, or it may be, of little chil- 
dren! There are those who do not 
like the idea so clearly taught in 
the Bible of Christ’s vicarious suf- 
ferings-for sins. They do not want 
to profit, they say, by the atone- 
ment of Christ for sinners. I have 
heard the modernist scoff at the 
Bible doctrine of substitution 
whereby one suffers for the sins 
of others, and Christ redeems us 
to God by His blood. But if they 
will only consider the parent who 
suffers for the child cr the wife 
for the husband, they will find 
on every hand the example of 
vicarious suffering in which one 
is grieved and burdened and hurt

by the sins of another. In fact, 
by one man’s sin, the curse came 
on all the world, and every in- 
nocent child is born into a world 
that is cursed for him before he 
is born by the sins of others. 
There is enough of evil doing in 
the world to cause us all to fret 
if we do not trust. 

But the Scripture says plainly, 
“Fret not thyself because of evil- 
doers.” 

Do not be envious of them. Do 
not be disturbed when they pros- 
per. Do not even be angry with 
them. The simple answer to evil- 
doers is to trust the Lord about 
them. 

In Luke 18 the Saviour gave us 
the parable of the widow before 
the unjust judge who eventually 
was compelled to hear, and Jesus 
said, “Shall not God avenge his 
own elect, which cry day and night 
unto him, though he bear long 
with them? I tell you that he 
will avenge them speedily.’ 

That widow insisted that the 
judge hear her case and avenge 
her of her adversaries. So, Jesus 
said, Christians ought to call on 
the Lord and depend upon the 
Lord to attend to our adversaries. 


It sometimes seems that the 
wicked prosper more than the just. 
David, the anointed of God, who 
had been wonderfully spared from 
the mouth of the lion and the bear 
and from the sword of the giant, 
Goliath, yet had to depend on God 
to attend to King Saul who sought 
his life. Saul was evidently pros- 
pering — he continued to rule and 
there was no outward evidence 
that God was bringing David any 
nearer the throne. So it some- 
times is with evildoers. But the 
Scripture plainly commands us 
not to fret, “For evil doers shall 
be cut off (verse 9), and “For 
yet a little while, and the wicked 
shall not be: yea, thou shalt dil- 
igently consider his place, and it 
shall not be’ (verse 10). Through- 
out the 37th Psalm the scripture 
tells us that the Lord will 
laugh at the wicked (verse 
13), that their sword shall 
enter into their own heart, and 
their bows shall be broken (verse 
15), that the arms of the wickea 
shall be broken (verse 17). Verses 
35 and 36 tell us, 

“T have seen the wicked in 
great power, and spreading him- 
self like a green bay tree. 

“Yet he passed away, and, lo, 
he was not: yea, I sought him, but 
he could not be found.” 

Verse 20 tells us that the wick- 
ed shall perish, and verse 38 tells 
us that “‘the transgressors shall be 
destroyed together.”’ 

Dear friend, let God take care 
of the wicked. Righteous Abel 
died, it may be, with the thought 
that there was not a man on the 
earth to avenge his blood. But God

God has promised to attend to 
the wicked and do it right. Let 
us therefore trust Him and have 
sweet peace and never fret our- 
selves because of evildoers. The 
seeming prosperity of the wicked 
will not last. Do not doubt God. 
Would you have Him to be less 
merciful than He is? Would you 
have Him to smite the wicked at 
the first offence? Take care, for 
you yourself may sin and want 
mercy. Rather let us rejoice that 
God is longsuffering and of tender 
mercy even to the wicked — that 
He causes it to rain upon the just 
and unjust, and that His tender 
and loving heart pleads with the 
wicked and offers mercy before 
judgment. 

Proverbs 29:1 says, “He, that 
being often reproved hardeneth 
his neck, shall suddenly be de- 
stroyed, and that without remedy.”’ 
That verse is true. God first re- 
proves the wicked, not once, but 
many times, OFTEN. It would not 
be like God if He were short- 
tempered, if He were quick to 
anger, if His love did not run atter 
the undeserving and even the im- 
penitent and maliciously wicked. 
God reproves the wicked “OFTEN” 
and then, in His own time, brings 
sudden destruction and without 
remedy. 


Grudges and Unforgiveness Are 
Forms of Unbelief 


Do you know why you find it 
so hard to forgive? The real, 
though hidden reason is that you 
do not really believe that God will 
do right about it. You cannot take 
the long look of faith and be con- 
tent to leave=the whole outcome 
in the hands of God whose will 1s 
perfect and whose justice is in- 
exorable, though tempered with 
mercy. 

I have noticed that in some 
homes children fight a great deal 
among themselves. Their parents 
do not strictly bring sin to punish- 
ment. In other homes, the children 
are taught to leave punishment in | 
the hands of mother and father | 
who are accustomed to attend to 
that matter wisely and justly and 
certainly. : 

After all, unbelief is the heart 
of every sin, so that we are told, 
“Whatsoever is not of faith is 
sin.’”’ When Jesus, in John 3:15, 
told Nicodemus that “He that be- 
lieveth not is condemned already,” 
He explained in the following 
verses that this condemnation of 
unbelief came because of a ter- 
rible turning away from right, a 
guilty rejection of the will of God. 
Any turning away from the will ot 
God involves lack of faith, 


Do not fret, then, about evil- 
doers. Jesus commanded, “Love 
your enemies, bless them that 
curse you, do good to them that 
hate you, and pray for them which 
despitefully use you, and persecute 
you.” We should be like God in 
being merciful, in being good to 
the evil and unthankful — and 
then, if we are right in our be- 
lief that certain sins must be 
punished, we may be sure that 
God is more concerned about jus- 
tice being done than we are, and 


He will attend to it in due time, 


let us never fear, 

Beloved brethren, “Fret not thy- 
self because of evil doers, neither 
be thou envious against the work- 
ers of iniquity, for they shall soon 
be cut down like the grass, and 
wither as the green herb.” Instead 
of fretting, Child of God, trust! 

One reason that the Bible gives 
so Clearly a picture of the eternal 
torment of the wicked in Hell is 
that all of us may Know that God 
will do right and that He will 
punish sin in the impenitent. I 
take no delight in the thought of 
the future torment of any poor 
sinful, rebellious mortal, and yet 
the knowledge that there is such 
a place and that sin will be so 
punished, helps me to believe that 
God will do right. 


This is the teaching of Revela- 
tion 14:10-12. In verses 10 and 11, 
we are told what will happen to 
unbelievers as follows: 

. “The same shall drink of the 
wine of the wrath of God, which 
is poured out without mixture in- 
to the cup of his indignation; and 
he shall be tormented with fire 
and brimstone in the presence of 
the holy angels, and in the pres- 
ence of the Lamb:

They both said they had heard me 
often on the radio, and the good 
woman said to me, of her hus- 
band, “He certainly is a John Rice 
fan. I can’t get him to do any 
thing else but listen when you are 
on the radio.” That old preacher 
who won you to Christ, remember 
him! Do you recall when the man 
of God held your hands over your 
breast and in the name of the Fa- 
ther, Son and the Holy Spirit, 
buried you in the watery grave, 
picturing the burial and resurrec- 
tion of Jesus. Oh, remember that 
man of God! There may be not 
much else you can do, but at least 
you can remember those who have 
the rules over you and who have 
spoken unto you the Word of God!

Trust the Lord for Daily Bread 

As Christians are to trust the 
Lord about evil doers, so they are 
to trust the Lord also about the 
daily needs of food and clothes 
and housing. Verse 3 says: 

“Trust in the Lord, and do 
good; so shait thou dwell in 
the land, and verily thou shalt 
be fed.” 

There are foolish Christians who 
believe one may trust the Lord for 
the salvation of the soul, but that 
the saints of God are on the same 
basis as the wicked in physical 
matters such as groceries and dry 
goods and rent. Do not believe it! 
That was a terrible slander, un- 
true and wicked, that the Jews 
circulated about God when they 
said, “It is vain to serve God: and 
what profit is it that we have 
kept his ordinances, and that we 
have walked mournfully before 
the Lord of hosts” (Mal. 3:14). 
I have known of preachers who 
discouraged Christians in praying 
for jobs, in praying for rain on 
the crops, in praying for daily 
needs. But such preachers ignored 
and violated the many commands 
of God on this question. It is not 
vain to serve God, and those who 
serve Him can have blessings day 
by day that they otherwise would 
not have. 

In the model prayer, after seek- 
ing first the kingdom of God, we 
are cOmmanded then to pray, 
“Give us this day our daily bread’”’ 
(Matthew 6:11). Trusting the 
Lord for bread ought to be a daily 
matter. The Christian who lets 
a day go by without asking food 
for that day and trusting for it, 
does not pray as Jesus taught His 
disciples to pray, 

I believe that a Cnoristian man 
ought to work, and Psalms 37:3 
says, “Do good.” But notice care- 
fully that it says, “Do good,” after 
it has already said to “Trust in 
the Lord.” Trusting in the Lord 
comes first and doing good comes 
second. Trusting does not cause 
one to work less; ra.ler, one who 
trusts can enjoy his plowing, 
knowing that God will give tne 
rain, and can enjoy his sowing, be- 
lieving that God wiil cause the 
seed to generate.

who by faith knows that his labor 
is not in vain in the Lord will la- 
bor the harder. Paul, who had 
greater faith than others was al- 
so ‘in labors more abundant” 
than the other apostles. Yes, we 
should do good, but remember that 
faith comes first. 


Here is a very simple formula 
whereby a Christian can be per- 
fectly safe in the midst of de- 
pression, panic and famine. There 
is work for the man to do who 
really puts his trust in God. The 
man who does with his might 
whatsoever his hand finds to do 
and meanwhile puts his trust in 
God and not in himself, verily he 
shall be fed, God Himself being 
witness. If that part of the Bi- 
ble isn’t true, then none of the rest 
of it is true. 


I know there are those whc 
would take away the sweet en- 
couragement of this Psalm by de- 
claring that such temporal prom- 
ises were only to Jews, but the Bi- 
ble says nothing of the kind and 
certainly that is not true. Besides, 
there are many, many promises 
even in the New Testament, of 
temporal blessings to those who 
trust in the Lord and seek first 
His kingdom.

Since 1926, ten years ago, 1 have 
not had any regular salary. Il 
gave up a prosperous and happy 
pastorate where I was well cared 
for, to go into evangelistic work. 
I held revivals, organized church- 
es, spent thousands of dollars for 
radio services. Now for four years 
I have been pastor in Dallas, but 
without any set salary. 

The church has never been 
asked to agree to pay me any set 
amount whatever. No individual 
has ever signed a pledge card 
promising to give any amount per 
week or per month. There has 
been no canvassing for funds. In- 
dividuals in our services designate 
their offerings as they feel led of 
God. This.income varies. (Uvtaers 
out on the field, blessed by my 
literature or radio services of the 
past, sometimes feel led to nave 
a part in my ministry. 1 alone am 
responsible for the expense of my 
radio services. I alone am respon- 
sible for the care of the five wom- 
en that help me in the office, who 
write letters, who keep books, who 
prepare copy for this paper and 
mail it and who handle the busi- 
ness end of the paper. And I say 
it to the glory of a God who keeps 
His promises that He has faith- 
fully cared for me and my wife 
and my five children and my work- 
ers. He has cared for radio bills 
and printing bills. He has made 
it possible to give away tens ot 
thousands of gospel booklets all 
over the world. After trying this 
sweet way of trusting, I would 
not care to walk by sight. I would 
rather trust God than to trust 
men. I would rather have God’s 
mercy than men’s justice, and 
God’s loving kindness to rely upon 
daily than set wages. We are 
often hard pressed, but never for- 
saken. 


We are getting out the gospel 
to thousands. The subscription 
price that we ordinaruy get for

Many Conversions In 
Jail and Hospital 


Last Sunday afternoon, twenty- 
three workers from the Funda- 
mentalist Baptist Tabernacle in 
Dallas with two visitors, went with 
this pastor to the Dallas County 
jail where there are nearly 500 
prisoners. We had two services 
lasting an hour and a half with 
different groups of men.

“Trust in the Lord and do 
good,” we are commanded, anda 
on that. basis God promises, ‘sc 
shalt thou dwell in the land ana 
verily thou shalt be fed.” 

“IT have been young, and now 
am old; yet have I not seen the 
righteous forsaken, nor his seea 
begging bread,” so says bsaims 


37:25. 

|This promise is for the “right- 
ous” and his seed. I have seen 
the children of church members 
begging bread. I have seen those 
whom I believed had really been 
saved and their children without 
bread. But this verse is not just 
to church members or just to 
Christians, but to the “righteous.” 
Of course m man is perfectly 
righteous, but in this promise God 
evidently means that one who fol- 
lows verse 3, one who trusts in the 
Lord and does good, will not be 
forsaken nor his seed be left to 
beg bread. One who trusts the 
Lord and does good and in that 
sense is righteous, will be kept 
from actual want, and that is as 
true now as it ever was. God even 
cares for the children of those who 
trust Him and serve Him. 


Other Steps in Trusting 


Notice the command in Psalms 
37: 
“TRUST in the Lord” (verse 3). 
“DELIGHT thyself also in the 
Lord” (verse 4). 

“COMMIT thy way unto the 
Lord” (verse 5). 

“REST in the Lord’’ (verse 7). 

“WAIT on the Lord” (verses 7, 
9 and 34), | 

These verses simply give some 
of the steps in faith. To delight, 
to commit, to rest, and to wait are 
synonyms for trusting! 

If verse 3 promises bread to 
the one who trusts and does good. 
then verse 4 promises cake and 
ice cream to the one who delights 
in the Lord! Believing in God is 
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sin, righteousness and judgment 
to come, the Spirit of God did 
His work. 


A very important and effective 
part of the service was the sing- 
ing by Brother Stroh. His obvious 
sincerity, his tender heart and his 
great voice were used by the Lord 
to move and convict as he sang 
“Tell Mother I'll) Be There.” A 
husband dropped his head in his 
hands and wept and prayed. A 
row of young men seventeen to 
twenty stood packed against the 
bars enthralled, and one by one 
their eyes grew misty and un- 
ashamed they held their hands for 
prayer openly confessing their 
wickedness. I believe many of 
them were soundly converted. 


One man with a doctor’s degree 
with fifteen years service in a 
great university handed me a note 
telling me who he was and re- 
questing a favor which I earnestly 
tried to grant. Mr. Murray Fisher, 
jailer, is very kind to us and we 
love to give our testimony in the 
jail as elsewhere to all who are 
without Christ. 

This service was from 2:00 to 
3:30. Another group of workers 
went to the city jail as they do 
every Sunday.

If you can enjoy 
the Lord, delight in His Wora, 
in His work, in His will, and in His 
presence, then you can have any- 
thing God has, yea, you can have 
the very desires of your heart. 
“Delight thyself also in the Lord; 
and he shall give thee the desires 
of thine heart.” 

One reason we do not read the 
Bible is we do not really trust 
the Lord for the mighty biessings 
hidden therein. We shame God in 
our unbelief about the Bible. Even 
if we do believe it is the Word 
of God, we believe it is dull and 
dry and uninteresting, and so the 
door to its treasures are shut to 
us. Delighting is trusting! To de- 
light in the Word of God will open 
the Word. 

So in working for God. Some 
work but do not have great joy 
in working.

ly shall flow rivers of living water’”’

Wait Patiently For Him — Wait- 
ing, Too, Is Trusting 

The other day I got a letter 
from a great man. In this letter 
he said, “Time wil) accomplish a 
good many things; often we have 
to wait for it to work.” How true 
that is. What he really meant was 
that God takes times to do His 
work and some times we have to 
wait for Him to work. Waiting, 
then, as well as delighting and 
committing and resting, can be 
trusting in God. 


the Lord .it is because we lack 
this step of faith. Delighting is the | 
second degree in trusting. If by | 
faith you can look forward, and 
relying on the goodness of God can 
enjoy all the things He has prom- 
ised and delight in them, then you 
can have the very desire of your | 
heart. 

Trusting, too, is a surrender of 
the will. “Commit thy way unto 
the Lord; trust also in him: and 
he shall bring it to pass,” says 
verse 5. Trusting is committing 
to God. Commit your family to 
God. Commit your business to 
God, When you plant, commit your 
crop to God and He will bring it 
to pass. When you start on a 
journey, commit your safekeeping 
to God. There are many acci- 
dents, but “the angel of the Lord 
encampeth round about them that 
fear him, and delivereth them.’ 
If you commit it to Him, He will 
bring it to pass. We can safely 
trust our way, commit our way to 
the Lord, knowing He wii bring 
it out right. Praise His name, 1 
have found it so. 


Rest In the Lord 

Again, resting is trusting. Verse 
7 says, “Rest in the Lord, and wait 
patiently for him.” Men who do 
great labors for God are those who 
can rest while they work. Paul 
said, “We are troubled on every 
side, yet not distressed; we are 
perplexed, but not in despair; per- 
secuted, but not forsaken; cast 
down, but not destroyed; ... For 
which cause we faint not; but 
though our outward man perish, 
yet the inward man is renewed 
day by day” (II Cor. 4:8, 9, 16). 

Paul's inward man was renewed 
day by day because in the midst 
of His labor he trusted, and trust- 
ing, he rested in the Lord. 

Is your work more than you 
can do? Are there burdens more 
than you can carry? Likely whac 
you need is this further step of 
faith, this resting in the Lord. 

Rest — that is what faith is. To 
rest means to relax our muscles, 
to stop our labors, to depend not 
at all upon ourselves. So the trust- 
ing soul moves forward, but not 
under his own power. He.is borne 
along, carried along, thrust along, 
led along. Human energy, human 
strength, human wisdom are all 
easily over-strained and wearied. 
Stop using your own strength, let 
self rest and let God work. As 
one great man of God said, “Let 
go and let God,” and again, “I take, 
He undertakes.” To fully trust in 
God is to cease from my own 
works and depend on the works 
of Christ. Christians are not to 
be water carriers, laboring and 
toiling with the bucket to take 
lost men the water of life. But 
they are to be welis of water 
springing up into everlasting life 
(John 4:14). Jesus stood and 
cried in the last great day of a 
certain feast, “If any man thirst, 
let him come unto me, and drink. 
He that believeth on me, as the 


In verse 7 we are commanded to 
“Rest in the Lord and wait pa- 
tiently for him: fret not thyself 
because of him who prospereth in 
his way, because of the man who 
bringeth wicked devices to pass.” 
We should wait about vengeance 
and God will attend to it. We 
should wait about anger, and we 
will find anger unnecessary. 
Things for a little while may 
seem to be against the righteous 
and for the wicked. The gam- 
bler may today have more money 
than the honest man who labors, 
but next year he will not have it. 
Today the demagogue may get 
more votes than the statesman, 
but a few short years and his 
name will perish. Error often 
seems stronger than truth, and 
whispered slander is believed more | 
quickly than proven virtue. The 
one answer after you have dcne 
everything else you ought to do 
is simply to wait on God. In His 
own good time and way God will 
do what He ought to do. The God 
who can be trusted about today, 
can just as surely be trusted 
about tomorrow and about eterni- 
ty! Praise His name, we can safe- 
ly wait on the Lord. 

There are times in prayer when 
we ought simply to wait on God. 
God does not hear us for our much 
speaking nor is He moved by our 
long ceremonies. But there is 
quietness and cleansing and sur- 
render and assurance that comes 
while we wait on the Lord. 

We often cry out to the Lord, 
“Hurry! Oh, please hurry!” We 
set a time and insist that God do 
whatever He is going to do by 
that set time. We seem to feel 
that God will be neglectful, or 
forgetful, or some way things will 
slip out of His hands and He will 
be too late. But dear child of 
God, He knows better than we do 
and He is never too late. We can 
safely trust, and delight, and com- 
mit our way, and rest, and wait 
on the Lord! 

Now get down your Bible and 
study prayerfully the 37th Psalm 
and ask God to teach you truly 
to “Trust in the Lord.”
